The move marks 
a significant departure for 
President Barack Obama, 
who for years has resisted 
putting ground forces in 
Syria even as he has grad¬ 
ually intensified the U.S, 
military response to what 
counterterrorism officials 
worry is a growing Is amic 
State threat in Syria and 
Iraq, The troop announce¬ 


ment came as diplomats 
in Vienna representing 17 
countries and the Europe¬ 
an Union agreed to launch 
a broad new peace at¬ 
tempt to gradually end 
Syria’s long crvil war — a 
declaration that avoid¬ 
ed any determination 
on when President Assad 
might leave. I! is not clear 
how many rebel groups 
would agree to a plan that 
doesn’t result in Assad’s im¬ 
mediate departure.

FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP)

Carter said Friday the deci¬ 
sion lo s end special opera¬ 
tions forces to Syria to work 
with local Kurdis h and Arab 
Tight ers is unlikely to be the 
ast significant adjustment 
to the U.S. fight against the 
resilient Islamic State group. 
“We are going to con¬ 
tinue to innovate to build 
up what works, 11 he told 


reporters flying with him 
to Fort Wainwright in Fair¬ 
banks, Alaska, on the first 
leg of a nine-day trip to the 
Asia-Pacific region. 

He added that the U.S. will 
soon beef up its air cam¬ 
paign bysending F-15 fight¬ 
er planes to a Turkish air 
base, giving the U.S, an op¬ 
portunity to accelerate air- 
strikes. A sensor defense of¬ 
ficial said the U.S. will send 
about a dozen of the F-15s 
to Turkey's Incirlik Air Base,

Asked whether the use 
of U.S. special operations 
troops in northern Syrra to 
coordinate with local forc¬ 
es was a model that would 
be adopted in Iraq. Carter 
said “we will continue to 
consider” this and other 
ways to achieve better re¬ 
sults against the militants, 
who control large portions 
of Iraq and Syrsa. 

Carter said the U.S. forces 
in northern Syria will be 
in an area where Russian 
warplanes are not bomb¬ 
ing, so it would not be nec¬ 
essary to talk to the Rus¬ 
sians about steering clear, 
The U.S. and Russia recent¬ 
ly signed a memorandum 
of understanding to avoid 
unintended conflicts be¬ 
tween their warplanes, 
which are operating sepa¬ 
rately in the skies over Syria. 
Carter declined to be spe¬ 
cific about where the U.S. 
troops will operate in north¬ 
ern Syria but said they wil 
be in territory controlled by 
Syrian Kurds. 

“However, the Kurdish YPG 
and the Syrian Arab co¬ 
alition essentially work to¬ 
gether to counter ISIL," he 
said, referring to the main 
Kurdish group fighting the 
Islamic State in an area 
near the Turkish border, 


The Syrian Arab coalition 
is a U.S. term for a group 
of about 5,000 Sunni Arab 
fighters. 

Carter added, “Both we 
and the Syrian Kurds see 
the great value of the Syr¬ 
ian Arab coalition as Ihe 
fact that I hey are Sunni Ar¬ 
abs and therefore have an 
interest in driving ISIL from 
Raqqa." the militants' de¬ 
clared capital. “Moreover, 
they'll be Ihe kind of force 
that is more likely to be ac¬ 
cepted by the population 
of Raqqa, and that's im¬ 


portant." Raqqa is in Arab 
territory south of the Kurdish 
area. 

U.S. officials have said the 
U.S.-ed coalition cam¬ 
paign in Syria is now fo¬ 
cused on putting increased 
pressure on IS In Raqqa. 
That could in turn make it 
easier to fight IS in Iraq. 

U.S. officials said Friday that 
as part of Ihe plan, the U.S. 
is ialksng with the Iraqi gov¬ 
ernment about setting up 
a commando taskforce to 
better target Islamic State 
leaders and networks. □ 


Clinton backs decision to send US 
commandos into Syria

WASHINGTON (AP) — Hillary 
Rodham Clinton supports 
the decision by President 
Barack Obama to deploy 
a small number of special 
operations forces to north¬ 
ern Syria to work with local 
ground forces in the fight 
against Islamic State mili¬ 
tants. 

Campaign spokesman 
Nick Merrill said in a state¬ 
ment fhal Clinton “sees 
merit in the targeted use of 


special operations person¬ 
nel.” He added that Clin¬ 
ton also strongly "supports 
ongoing diplomatic efforts 
to end the conflict." 

But, he said, she opposes 
the U.S. entering a larger 
grouna war in the Middle 
East to combat the rise of 
Islamic militants, 

As secretary of State. Clin¬ 
ton advocated for a more 
aggressive U.S. role in the 
Syrian conflict. Earlier this 
month, she called for a 
no-fly zone over Ihe area. 


a move the ad minis fra Ton 
opposes. 

Clinton’s main challenger, 
Vermont Sen. Bernie Sand¬ 
ers. said through a spokes¬ 
man that he has “concern 
about the United States be¬ 
ing drawn into the quag¬ 
mire of the Syrian civil war 
which could lead to per¬ 
petual warfare in that re¬ 
gion." Sanders reiterated in 
the statement that he be- 
I eves ihe “crisis in Syr-a will

Any cease-fire agreement 
that may come as a result 
of the peace effort would 
not include the Islamic 
State, which controls large 
parts of northern Syria and 
has its capital there. 

But the participation by 
Russia and Iran in Ihe 
attempt could mark 
a new and promising 
phase «n the diplomacy 
since those countries have 
staunchly backed Assad. 
The White House has long 
sard that Assad’s ouster 
rs essential to its ultimate 
goal of defeating the Is¬ 
lamic State because the 
Syrian president's brutal 
tactics against Sunni rebels 
have drawn Sunni radicals 
from all over the world into 
ihe militant group’s ranks. 
The Syrian civil war has 
killed more than 250,000 
people and uprooted 
more than 11 m; lion, spark¬ 
ing a refugee crisis 'through¬ 
out Europe. 

Despite killing as many as 
12,000 militants, the U.S. 
bombing campaign has 
not significantly weakened 
the Islamic State's capac¬ 
ity to hold territory, and She 
group’s ranks have been 
replenished by foreign 
fight ers and others. 

Military experts, say ground 
troops are essential for Ihe 
fight. A U.S. program to train 
Syrians was abandoned as 
a failure, and the new de- 
pl oyment ess e nt i al ly w o uld 
replace that program. 
Speaking to reporters flying 
with him on an overseas 
trip. Defense Secretary 
Ash Carter sard this would 
probably not be the last 
significant adjustment to 
the anli-iS military cam¬ 
paign in Syria and Iraq, 

“We are going to continue 
to innovate, to build up 
what works," he said. 
Friday's developments 
came as missiles slammed 
into a crowded suburb 
of the Syrian capital. The 
attack killed at least 40 
people, activists said. The 
Syrian Observatory for Hu¬ 
man Rights and the Local 
Coordination Committees 
group said government 
forces fired more than 1 1 
missiles at a market in the 


suburb of Doom a. 

In Washington, officials 
said ihe new U.S, forces will 
work from headquarters lo- 
catfons and won’t move to 
the hont lines or be used to 
call in asrstrikes. However, 
the U.S. has conducted 
special operations raids 
pnto Syria before now and 
will continue to do more 
unilateral raids. It helped 
Iraqi forces rescue hostag¬ 
es last week, and Master 
Sgt. Joshua Wheeler was 
killed, ihe first U.S, combat 
death sn that country since 
2011. 

White House spokes¬ 
man Josh Earnest said 
the new troops will not be 
on a “combat mission.™ 
'There’s no denying the 
serious risk they will be fac¬ 
ing,” Earnest said, but their 
mission will “not be to lead 
the charge to take the hill.” 
Russia and Syria are core 
ducting airstrikes sn the 
country, but Earnest said it 
was. unlikely the U.S. troops 
would be at risk because 
Russia has not bombed in 
the area where they will 
be. 

On Capitol Hill, some law¬ 
makers greeted the troop 
announcement with dis¬ 
may. 

II “marks a major shift in U.S. 
policy — a shift that is oc¬ 
curring witheut congressio¬ 
nal debate jandj is unlikely 
to succeed in achieving 
our objective of defeating 
IS," said Sen. Brian Schatz. 
On the other hand, Sen. 
John McCain, chairman of 
the Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee, said the decision 
was “another insufficient 
step in the Gbama admire 
efrotion’s pol cy of gradual 
escalation," 

One of the groups the U.S. 
troops will be working with 
is a Kurdish militia known as 
the YPG, which could pose 
a polilical problem for the 
United States. 

The YPG was accused of 
war crimes in a recent re¬ 
port by Amnesty Interna¬ 
tional, which documented 
allegations that the group 
forcibly displaced Arabs 
and Turkmen and burned 
down villages perceived 
as cooperating with its op¬ 
ponents. The group has 
denied the allegations and 
the State Department says 
st is looking into them. 


Carter declined to be spe¬ 
cific about where the U.S,

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New emails show breadth of Hillary Clinton’s network

WASHINGTON (AF) — A 

new batch of Hii ary Rod- 
harm Clinton's emails re¬ 
leased Ft ■da/ presented a 
glimpse into the breadth of 
her persona! network — a 
Rolodex of powerful ce- 
ebrities, CEOs, political ad¬ 
visers and politicians that 
she’s now tapping for he? 
presidential campaign. 

A political celebrity long 
before she became secre¬ 
tary of state in 2009. Clinton 
and her team balanced 
requests from a long list of 
boldface names. They irv 
eluded the pop star Lady 
Gaga,. Burma's pro-de- 
rmocracy leader Aung San 
Suu Kyi and former Presi¬ 
dent Jimmy Carter. 

White Clinton’s private 
email address was un¬ 
known to much of official 
'Washington, at least one 
Hollywood celebrity wrote 
to her there. Actor Ben Af¬ 
fleck, a longtime Clinton 
supporter, urged her sn 
.April 2012 to review a draft 
of a report about security 
problems in the Democrat¬ 
ic Republic of Congo. 

Hours later. Clinton emailed 
an aide, J Td Iske to respond 
to Ben Affleck." A day lat¬ 
er, she reminded an aide 
that she was still waiting for 
ihe aide to draff a reply: 
*1 haven'I yet received a 
draft and would like to re¬ 
spond today." 

Ihe resaonse to Affleck was 
censored in the email re¬ 
eased Friday by the State 
Department, because it 
was a draft version. 

■n another December 201 1 
note, civil rights leader 
and former presidential 
candidate Jesse Jackson 
reached out to Clinton’s 
staff with a request to talk 
to her before his visit to 
South Africa, asking how 
best to “represent her/Ad- 
min thinking on any issues/

arise,” He was quickly add¬ 
ed to her call list. 

On Friday, hours before 
the email release. Jack- 
son touted Clinton’s can¬ 
didacy before a meeting 
of black pastors in Atlanta, 
saying: “It’s healing time. 
It’s hope time. H’s Hilary 
Clinton time,” 

Clrnton has faced ques¬ 
tions aPout whether her 
unusual email setup, which 
involved a private server 
located at he? New York 
home, was sufficient to en¬ 
sure the security of govern¬ 
ment information and re¬ 
tention of records. 

At least two Senate com¬ 


mittees are stii investigat¬ 
ing Clinton’s email ar¬ 
rangement and seeking 
the release of correspon¬ 
dence from her top aides. 
The FBI is also investigating 
the security of Clinton’s pri¬ 
vate email setup. 

Yet Clinton’s place in pref¬ 
erence polls has improved 
since the first Democratic 
primary debate, in which 
her chief primary rival, Ver¬ 
mont independent Sen, 
Bernie Sanders, defused 
the issue, saying “the Amer¬ 
ican people are sick and 
tired of hearing about your 
damn emails," 

Roughly half of Clinton’s 
30,000 work-related emails 


are now public, and the 
State Department’s effort 
to release the rest will linger 
into next year. Most of the 
correspondence made 
public to date involves 
the mundane workings of 
government — schedul¬ 
ing meetings, organizing 
secure phone lines and 
booking flights. 

A few of the emails hint 
at the ways Clinton main¬ 
tained he? network of 
campaign donors, even 
while serving in a position 
at a distance from elec¬ 
toral politics. In a June 2011 
message, an aide informs 
Clinton that longtime do¬ 
nor Susie Buel contributed 


$200,000 toward a sum¬ 
mit at which Clinton 'was 
scheduled to speak. 

“She wants st to be won¬ 
derful for you,” wrote Clin¬ 
ton aide Melanne Verveer. 
In April 2011, Clinton’s aides 
received a request from 
Jose Villarreal, a former 
Clinton campaign adviser 
from Texas, to s peak at the 
launch of a project she 
asked him to start involv¬ 
ing U.S. engagement with 
Mexico. Clinton told her 
aides to develop a press 
and social media outreach 
“to every possible group." 
Villarreal now serves as her 
campaign’s treasurer. 
Other emails highlight the 
struggles of her daily life 
at the State Department 
— from technological is¬ 
sues to sleepless nights. She 
requests her password for 
The New York Times web 
site, searches for books 
and apologizes to old law 
school friends for being 
slow to reply to their emails. 
In April 2011, daughter 
Chelsea Clinion. using the 
email alias Diane Reynolds, 
emailed her mother a link 
from a Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal story headlined “The 
Sleepless Elite: Why Some 
People Can Run on Little 
Sleep and Gel So Much 
Done." 

Clinton forwarded it to her 
assistant with her common 
request, “Pis print." 

A year later, Clinton asked 
her top communications 
aide if she could get “smi¬ 
ley faces” on her new 
BlackBerry. Philippe Reines 
responded, “For email, no, 
I don’t think so - you need 
to type them out manually 
like :) for happy, or ,-li if you 
want to express anger at 
my tardiness.” 

He also explained how for 
text messaging, typing :) 
might “automatically con¬ 
vert it into a symbol. Try 
it.’Q 
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Judge denies appeal from 
inmate facing firing squad

SALT LAKE CITY (APJ — A 

judge denied an appeal 
Friday f?om a Utah death 
row inmate who argued 
that his sentence of death 
by firing squad is cruel and 
unusual punishment. 

U.S. District Judge Dee Ben¬ 
son wrote in his ruling thal 
the U.S. Supreme Court has 
never overturned a state’s 
chosen method of execu- 
lion as cruel and unusual 
though he said inmate Ron 
Lafferfy can still press his 
claims in Utah state court. 
Utah recently approved 
the use of a firing squad as 
a backup if lethai injection 
drugs are unavailable. 
Lafferfy, 74, had argued 
that the firing squad would 
cause a lingering, urv 
necessarily painful death, 
He chose to die that way 
when he was sentenced 
30 years ago and such a 
choice was available, but 
his lawyers now argue that 
he wasn T i legally compe¬ 
tent to do so. 

Attorneys for Lafferfy did 
not immediately return a 
message seeking com¬ 
ment. He is likely still years 
away from a possible ex¬ 
ecution date. 

Utah is the only state thal 
allows executions by fir¬ 


ing squad if lethal injec¬ 
tion drugs aren't available. 
State lawmakers said the 
approval was a practical 
matter of choosing a back¬ 
up plan to the drugs that 
have come under increas¬ 
ing scrutiny. 

Opponents, however, say 
firing squads are barbaric. 
Lafferfy is fhe longest- 
serving death row inmate 
in Utah and one of the in¬ 
mates who is closest to a 
possible execution date. 
He was convicted in the 
1904 deaths of his sister-in- 
law, Brenda Lafferfy, and 
her baby daughter. He 
claimed the killings were 
directed by God because 
of the woman’s resistance 
to his be iefs in polygamy. 
Ron Lafferty T s firing squad 
arguments came in a fed¬ 
eral court motion asking 
a judge to put his case 
on hold so he could pur¬ 
sue complaints about evi¬ 
dence handing and testi¬ 
mony. Arguments against 
capital punishment are 
common in death penalty 
appeals, but Utah's move 
to bring it back as a back¬ 
up method could bring 
new scrutiny.

And as a 
budding instagram celeb¬ 
rity, he needs a wardrobe 
full of costumes to choose 
from. 

As dogs have filled their 
social calendars, they’ve 
had to fill their closets too. 


Ihey T re not just dressing up 
once a year on Halloween. 
These days, dogs and their 
owners are getting invited 
to parties, parades, meet¬ 
ups, pumpkin patches, pic¬ 
nics, Christmas tree farms 
and many other themed 
outings. 

As a result, canine cos¬ 
tumes have become more 
than just something dogs 
wear once to a party. It’s 
essential for dogs and cars 
who are up-and-coming 
social media celebrities to 
have a varied wardrobe.

The online marketplace 
eBay had 1.5 mi lion pet 
costumes for sale on Oct. 
21 out of E00 million items 
listed for sale, with 159 mil¬ 
lion active customers in 200 
countries, said Zoher Karu, 
vice president of global 
optimization and data for 
eBay, 

Pet costumes represent 2 
percent of Costume Super- 
Center’s sales. The com¬ 
pany sells nothing but cos¬ 
tumes and accessories on 
eBay and other sites. 
'There does not seem to 
be a cesling on wha! peo¬ 
ple are willing to spend on 
their pets," sard Michael 
Esposito, the company’s 


business development and 
affiliate marketing direc¬ 
tor. The majority of their pel 
costumes sell for $14.99 lo 
$24.99. You would never 
know the costume only re¬ 
quired a 10th of the fabric 
needed for a human cos¬ 
tume, he said. 

“Costume SuperCenter 
has seen its pet costume 
sales double every year 
for the last three years," Es¬ 
posito said, He expects the 
trend to continue. 
Halloween costumes for 
pets and people tend to 
follow news headlines and 
movies. The latest “Star 
Wars” movie isn’t out ye I 
but demand is already 
high for Darth Voder and 
Yoda costumes, 

“In March next year. Bat¬ 
man and Superman — two 
of the most iconic super¬ 
heroes —- will face off on 
the big screen, but we are 
already seeing the com¬ 
petition play out in stores 
and online this Halloween 
season with these two 
costumes neck-and-neck, 
topping our best-selling 
list,’’said Eran Cohen, chief 
customer experience offi¬ 
cer for PetSmart. 
it’s close, but the Batman 
costume is actually outsell¬ 
ing the rest of the fie d, Co¬ 
hen said. 

The top five best-selling 
costumes on eBay for pets 
are Superman, Sion, pan¬ 
da. Batman and necktie. 


For adults, the top frve cos¬ 
tumes are Batman, Frozen 
characters, Alice in Won¬ 
derland, Star Wars char¬ 
acters and French maid. 
Spider-Man came *n 10th. 
The children’s list put Mario 
and Luigi [Mario Bros.} on 
top. then Star Wars,, Bat¬ 
man, Frozen and a witch. 
The Minions, Spider-Man, 
Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turlies, Minnie and Mickey 
Mouse and Power Rangers 
round out the kids list. 


Another popular pet cos¬ 
tume consists of a figure 
that appears to be riding 
the dog, like a storm-troop¬ 
er riding a dewback, a rep¬ 
tile from “Star Wars.” 
Cynthia Dalangin has 
been in charge of Wally's 
wardrobe expansion, buy¬ 
ing from eBay. PetSmart, 
DIY sites and garage sales. 
Wally has a particularly 
large collection of bowties 
because they set off his 
ears so well. She gets a lot 
of tdeas from Pinterest and 
Etsy. 

Most sellers said they stock 
pet costumes year-round 
because birthdays, Christ¬ 
mas and New Year’s are 
all good holidays for party¬ 
ing and photographs. And 
keeping up one’s online 
profile with fresh photos 
is a year-round job.

NEW YORK (AP) — The inte¬ 
rior of a Manhattan build¬ 
ing being demolished to 
make way for a luxury hotel 
caved in Friday, killing one 
construction worker and 
trapping another beneath 
the rubble for three hours 
before he was rescued, of¬ 
ficials said. 

The debris formed a V- 
shoped cavity when it col¬ 
lapsed and the worker was 
trapped at the bottom of 
the V — the most difficult 
place to extract someone 
because it is so unstable, 
fire officials said. The worker 
was in serious but stable 
condition after emergency 
crews using special tools 
dug him out. A doctor at¬ 
tended to nim while he was 
in the rubble. 

“The building is, of course, 
a very dangerous place to 
work," Fire Commissioner 
Daniel Nigro said. 

The collapse was reported 
just before 10:30 a.m. at 
a site on West 3Bth Street 
where workers have been 
demolishing two adjoining 
buildings, floor-by-floor, for 
several months. Of Ihe IP 
workers onsite, 17 escaped 


uninjured. The names of the 
injured and dead weren’t 
immediately released. 

It’s not clear what caused 
the colapse, which hap¬ 
pened in the smaller of the 
two buildings,, a five-story

brick town house. The inte¬ 
rior of the building was in¬ 
tact, and officials said there 
was no risk to the public. 
Buildings officials said the 
company had all the nec¬ 
essary permits to demol¬ 


ish the site and had been 
cited for excessive debris 
on Aug. 25 but nothing 
more serious. There was no 
stop-work order, though 
the engineer on Thursday 
had requested □ work-stop 
until the building could be 
further shored, officials said. 
It’s not clear if that work 
was happening F'iday. 
“We’re committed to a full 
investigation of al the other 
facts related to this," said 
Rich Chandler, commis¬ 
sioner of the Department of 
Buildings. 

According to buildings de¬ 
partment records, the site 
is owned by Foriuna LLC. A 
woman who answered the 
phone al Fortuna Realty 
Group’s office declined 
tc comment and referred 
calls to Northeast Service 
Interiors, a demolition com¬ 
pany, Northeast said its 
owners were at the site and 
couldn’t immediately re¬ 
spond to a ielephone call. 
According to Fortuna’s 
website, it acquired the 
property in late 2012 and 
was planning a 27-story, 
170-room luxury boutique 
hotel there. 

Robert Bankston, a demo¬ 
lition contractor who for¬ 


merly worked on the site, 
said Ihe two neighboring 
buildings were sound when 
the project began. 

“It wasn’t like the build¬ 
ings were falling down.” 
Bankston said. 

He said his company left 
the project about a month 
ago amid a financial dis¬ 
agreement with the gen¬ 
eral contractor. 

At least 60 firefighters re¬ 
sponded to the collapse. 
Cap!. Dominic Vertucci 
said it was a dangerous 
and prolonged rescue be¬ 
cause of the fragile way 
the debris setlled. 

New York Police Depart¬ 
ment Sgt, Michael Edwards 
said Ihe trapped worker 
was conscious and able to 
squeeze the hands of res¬ 
cue crews, but he seemed 
to be in pain. 

“He was cooperative,” 
Edwards said. “He wasn’t 
panicking.” 

Edwards and other crew 
members said they were 
relieved by the rescue. 

“It’s a feeling of elation," he 
said. ‘The rest of us want to 
gel out without being stuck 
in the collapse as weli.’Q 


Report: Border agents used stun guns on fleeing suspects 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — US. 

border authorities fired stun 
guns at least 70 times over 
four years at people who 
were running away, even 
though there was no strug¬ 
gle or clear indication that 
agents w ! ere in danger, a 
newspaper reported Fri¬ 
day. 

At leasi six times, agents 
used the weapons against 
people who were trying to 
climb a border fence and 
get Pack into Mexico, 

The Los Angeles Times 
(http://lat.ms/lM5U2GF 


) also said three people 
had died after being hit by 
Tasers wielded by border 
agents or customs officers. 
Two people were shocked 
while they were hand¬ 
cuffed, and two were 
hit with five cycles of the 
weapon, even though the 
agency’s policy says no 
one should recerve more 
than three. 

The Times examined 450 
uses of Tasers from 2010 to 
2013 that were document¬ 
ed by U.S. Customs and 


Border Protection officials, 
it found that most of the 
people subjected to Tasers 
had been caught crossing 
the U.S.-Mexico border or 
were suspected of being 
in the country illegally, not 
fleeing arrest on more seri¬ 
ous charges. 

The nation’s largest aw en¬ 
forcement agency, which 
oversees the Border Pa¬ 
trol and inspectors at ports 
of entry, deerded in 2Q0B 
to supply agents with the 
hand-held devices that de¬ 
liver a paralyzing electric 


charge as a way to end 
confrontations quickly and 
safety. 

The program started with 
a pilot project in Texas and 
devices were widely distrib¬ 
uted to agents beginning 
in 2010. 

Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection Commissioner R. 
Gil KeHikowske issued a 
new use-of-force policy last 
year. Now, agents are in¬ 
structed to use Tasers only 
when a suspect poses an 
imminent threat and to be 
particularly cautious when 


subjects are running. 

The Border Patrol and other 
law enforcement agencies 
have become more re¬ 
strained in using Tasers, Ker- 
iikowske said, even though 
he still believes “the good 
far outweighs the bad’’ 
with the weapons. 

“You’re seeing much less of 
the Taser being used when 
someone ss in a precarious 
position, or fleeing." said 
Kerlikowske, a former po¬ 
lice chief in Seattle. “I think 
we’ve learned a lot, and so 
has law enforcement.

We’re looking into these re¬ 
ports and don’t have any¬ 
thing further to provide al 
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this time.” Michael Tran, a 
State Department spokes¬ 
man, said late Thursday. 
Namazi re a son of Bagher 
Namazi, a former UNI¬ 
CEF representative who 
once served as governor 
of Iran’s oil-rich Khuzestan 
province under the U.S.- 
backed Shah Mohammad 
Reza Pahiavj, The family 
fled after the 1979 Islamic 
Revolution, but appears 
to have kept business ties 
in Iran, and the younger 
Namazi traveled back sev¬ 
eral times. 

He last known employer 
was Crescent Petroleum, a 
firm based in Sharjah in the 
United Arab Emirates that 
has been locked for years 
in a legal depute with Iran 
over natural gas that rs po¬ 
tentially worth billions of 
dollars in damages. A rep¬ 
resentative of the compa¬ 
ny said Namazi traveled to 
Tehran in mid-July on a pri¬ 
vate visit and 1A at the time 
of his (reported detention 
was no longer an employ¬ 
ee of the company.” 

The representative de¬ 
clined to be identified, cit¬ 
ing Ihe political sensitivities 
surrounding the issue. 
Namazi identified himself 
as the managing direc¬ 
tor of Atieh Bahar. a con¬ 
sulting company in I?an, in 
a 2006 interview with the 
AP. An Atieh Bahar official, 
who refused to be identi¬ 
fied. said Namaz had no I 
worked with the firm "for 
eight or 10 years.” 

In online articles he wrote 
for lranian.com, Namazi 
says he graduated from 
Tufts University in 1993 and 
returned to Iran for a time. 
“This land of my dreams 
was all I thought about. 
My passion for return was 
so great, it hurt,” he wrote 
in 1997. “In Iran, you are ei¬ 
ther experiencing heaven 
or hell. There are very few 
in-betweens." 

In recent years, Namazi 


wrote several pieces calling 
for improved ties between 
Iran and the U.S., and urg¬ 
ing rani an-A me? icons to 
act as a bridge between 
the rrval governments. In 
2013. Namazi wrote about 
shortages of medical sup¬ 
plies caused by interna¬ 
tional sanctions on Iran 
in an opinion piece pufc> 
Its hed by The International 
Herald Tribune. He urged 
the West lo “relax and ra¬ 
tionalize” the sanctions 
to allow medical goods 
into Iran, or “more Iranian 
mien, women ana children 
will suffer needlessly.” Still, 
Namazi raise a suspicions 
among hard-liners in Iran. 
In May, a hard-line Iranian 
website called Pardanews 
specifically pointed to him 
in a highly critical article, 
accusing him of being part 
of efforts to allow the West 
to infiltrate Iran. 

“Siamak has always played 
the role of bridge between 
the U.S. government with 
some notorious local fig¬ 
ures in the country,” the 
website said.

executive order

— Puerto Rico’s governor 
signed an executive order 
Friday banning I he use of 
plast&c bags across the U.S. 
territory,, defying legislators 
who just days ago rejected 
a similar bi II. 

The ban wifi take effect in 
mid-20 Id and will be pre¬ 
ceded by a six-month edu¬ 
cational campaign, Gov. 
Alejandro Garcia Padilla 
said. 

The announcement sur¬ 
prised many because 25 
:egislators in the «land’s 
House of Representatives 
recently voted against a 
measure calling for such 
a ban. Lawmakers had 
said they opposed the bill 
because it would charge 
people for the use of plas¬ 
tic bags anrnd an econom¬ 
ic crisis. 

Garcia said grocery stores 
across Puerto Rico import 
tons of plastic bags a year, 
noting that one small su¬ 
permarket chain alone an¬ 
nually imports bags that fit 
sn six boxcars that are 42 
feet ij 13 meters] long. 

“All that ends up in landfills 
sn the best-case scenario." 
he said. “They end up on 
our streets, in our sewage 
system ... and kill our turtles 


and coral reefs." 

The popular western tourist 
town of Rsncon is She only 
Puerto Rican municipality 
that currently bans the use 
of plastic bags. 
Environmental activists 
praised the move, noting 
that it is common to dou¬ 
ble-bag all groceries on 
the stand, no matter how 
small the purchase. Garcia 
said he would push for leg¬ 
islation to be approved to 
help bolster his executive 
order. 

Rep. Carlos Vargas, a 
member of Garcia’s party 
whose vote helped defeat 
the initial bill, said he sup¬ 
ports the idea of having 
an educational campaign 
and will seek to have the 
funds generated by pen¬ 
alties destined for environ¬ 
mental projects. 

Elsewhere in the U.S., plas¬ 
tic bag bans have been 
implemented in cities in¬ 
cluding Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Chicago, Se¬ 
attle and Austin, Texas. In 
addition, all counties in 
Hawaii have approved 
such a prohibition, There is 
currently no statewide ban 
on plastic bags, although 
California is placing the is¬ 
sue before voters in a No¬ 
vember 2016 ballot.□

Baseball blues in Venezuela as economic chaos hits stadiums

CARACAS, Venezuela (AP) 

— Venezuela’s raucous, 
boozy and affordable 
baseball games have long 
provided respite from the 
growing gloom in the eco¬ 
nomically struggling coun¬ 
try. 

Now. a more than qua¬ 
drupling of ticket prices 
rs putting a damper on 
the national pastime, with 
the season kicking off this 
month to sometimes half- 
empty stadiums and fea¬ 
turing players who say their 
per diems don’t go far 
enough to buy lunch. 

On a recent game night, 
hardcore baseball lovers 
celeprating what fans call 
Venezuela’s national reli¬ 
gion filled about a third of 
the sooty stadium in central 
Caracas. The plaza of ven¬ 
dors outside had the ghost- 
town feel that has come 
to mark so much of Ven¬ 
ezuelan life as the socials I 
country grapples with the 
word's highest inflation 
and a severe shortage of 
imported goods. Average 


attendance at the 25,000- 
seal arena is down 25 per¬ 
cent for the first month of 
the season, 

‘It’s not just the ticket price" 
it’s the cost of everything 
you have to buy your family 
during the game," said Luis 
Rojas, director of Caracas’ 
Esfadio Urw era if carlo. 

While most South Ameri¬ 
cans prefer soccer, Ven¬ 
ezuela is crazy for baseball, 
t’s exported more players 
to Major League Baseball 
than any country aside 


from the Dominican Re¬ 
public, including several 
who are playing for the 
Kansas City Royals sn the 
World Series thes week. Dur¬ 
ing the offseason, major 
and minor league players 
often come to play in the 


oil-producing nation. 

The fact that thousands of 
Venezuelans so far have 
been willing to pay the sta¬ 
dium’s new ticket prices of 
up to 2,000 bolivars — a fifth 
of the monthly minimum 
wage — ss a testament to 
their love for the game. 

A beer vendor drew jeers 
as he worked the stands af¬ 
ter giving fans the unhappy 
news that the price of a 
300-milliliter '10-ouncej bot¬ 
tle had jumped from 30 to 
120 bolirvars since the sea¬ 
son ended last year, and 


the most popular brands 
had gone missrng altogeth¬ 
er. 

“Last year my shoes cost 
2,000 bolivars and this year 
they cost 19,000” he shout¬ 
ed back at outraged cus¬ 
tomers. 

Even beer fans with money 
are cutting back. 

Radio DJ Daniel La Cruz has 
been limiting himself to two 
bottles of light beers per in¬ 
ning, instead of ordering a 
case of 36 for himself and 
his wife to share like usual, 

“I couldn’t afford to buy a 
new jersey this year either," 
he said. “Still, you can’t just 
watch the game on TV. 
Baseball is ife for Venezu¬ 
elans,” 

Below him, a couple sat 
together in an empty row, 
having decided to save 
money by leaving their kids 
at home for what used to 
be a family activity. 
Outside, T-shirt vendor Al¬ 
exander Morales eyed the 
empty walkways. He skirts 
Venezuela’s rigid currency 
controls by buying dollars 
on the back market to im¬ 
port his merchandise. Like 
the beer vendor, Morales 
took his share of abuse 
from fans objecting to his 
price, which are up 500 per¬ 
cent from last year. That's 
about the inflation seen for 
other imported goods like 
specialty foods and elec¬ 
tronics, but far ahead of 
the rates seen in taxis and 


street food stands. 

“I put my faith in God, but 
these are apocalyptic 
times," he said, 

Oscar Prieto Farrago, 
president of the Venezu¬ 
elan Professional Baseball 
League, believes people 
are overestimating the 
drop in attendance, and 
says he and other officials 
are doing all Ihey can to 


maintain a sense of nor¬ 
malcy for fans in the face 
of raging inflation. 

“We’re working as hard as 
we can to put on the show 
Venezuelans demand,” he 
said. “Baseball is a serious 
thing he?e. It’s so serious we 
even manage to start the 
games on time.” 

For many years, the coun¬ 
try’s runaway inflation 


seemed to hardly touch 
baseball. Last year, atten¬ 
dance was up 5 percent for 
major stadiums around Ihe 
country, and ticket sales for 
the Caracas team jumped 
about 3 percent. 

Now, it’s not just the fans 
and vendors who are be¬ 
ing hit. Team managers 
say they are struggling to 
rent buses, pay for hotel 
rooms and provide bastes 
like cups and toilet paper, 
which can sometimes only 
be found on the black mar¬ 
ket. 

The sport as a whole hers 
begun to struggle under 
the weight of the country’s 
mounting problems. Some 
recruiters from the U.S, say

erson also connected and 
rookie Noah Syndergaard 
set a nasty tone at the start 
of a 9-3 victory against the 
Kansas City Royals that 
trimmed New York’s deficit 
to 2-1 Friday night. 

Shut down at the plate in 
Kansas City, the Mets broke 
loose with 12 hits from nine 
different players as they 
chased Yordano Ventura 
early during the first Series 
game at Citi Field. 

Pitching on Halloween eve, 
Syndergaard recovered 
from a scary start and went 
six innings, giving the Mets 
the winning performance 
they didn't get from fellow 
young starters Matt Har¬ 
vey and Jacob deGrom at 
Kauffman Stadium, 
Hometown rookie Steven 
Matz will try to pull New 
York even Saturday night 
in Game 4 when he faces 
36-year-old Chris Young 
and the Royals. 

After the Mets fell behind 
in the first inning, Grander¬ 
son started the bottom half 
with a single and Wright hit 
his first World Series home 
run, recharging a packed 
crowd of 44.701 that in¬ 
cluded Jerry Seinfeld, Chris 
Rock and Dennis Miller. 

The captain, who entered 
batting .182 without an 
RBI in his first World Series, 


added a two-run single on 
Kelvin Herrera’s first pitch 
during a four-run sixth that 
broke it open. Pinch-hitter 
Juan Ursbe, just back from 
a chest injury, had an RBI 
single in his first plate ap¬ 
pearance since Sept. 25. 
Slumping slugger Yoenis 
Cespedes added a sacri¬ 
fice Sly. 

Hoping to rekindle the 
comeback spirit of 1906. 
when the Mets rallied from 
an 0-2 World Senes hole to 
beat Boston for their most 
recent championship, the 
team played 4s highlight 
video from that year on the 
large scoreboard during 
batting practice. 
Hometown boy Billy Joel 
sang the national anthem, 
same as 29 years ago at 
Shea Stadium, and Synder- 
gaard caught everyone’s 
attention with his first de¬ 
livery to aggressive leadoff 
hitter Ale ides Escobar. 

Weii aware of Escobar’s 
penchant for attacking the 
first pitch - the ALCS MVP 
opened Game 1 against 
New York with an inssde- 
the-park homer - Synder¬ 
gaard promised Thursday 
he had “a few tricks” up his 
sleeve for Escobar. 

That turned out to be a 97 
mph fastball fired just off 
the inside corner and way 
over Escobar's head, elic¬ 
iting a huge cheer from 
fans.

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HP, a Silicon Valley icon, is ready for its break-up

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

One of the nation’s most 
storied tech companies will 
split in two this weekend, 
another casually of seis¬ 
mic shifts in the way people 
use technology — and bsg- 
company sluggishness in 
responding. 

Hewlett-Packard was an 
early pioneer of what be¬ 
came the model for Srlicon 
Valley startups: Founded 
sn 1939 by two Stanford 
graduates sn a Paco Alto. 
California, garage. HP was 
long celebrated for its en¬ 
gineering know-how and 
aid-back corporate cul¬ 
ture. It made hefty profits 
as it grew into a multina¬ 
tional giant that sod a 
wide range of computer 
gear and commercial tech 
services. 

But after struggling !o keep 
pace w>th recent trends 
like the rise of smartphones 
and cloud computing. HP’s 
board decided last year to 
create two smaller compa¬ 
nies., each with a narrower 
focus. 

HP Inc. will sell personal 
computers and printers: 
Hewlett Packard Enterprise 
will sell commercial com¬ 
puter systems, software 
and tech services. Starting 
Monday, each will trade 
separately on the New Y ork 
Stock Exchange. 

The old HP “missed the 
emergence of the Web,” 
sard tech analyst Peter Bur¬ 
ris at Forrester Research. 
“They missed the emer¬ 
gence of mobile.” 

HP’s current chief execu¬ 
tive, who pushed for the 
split says the new spinoffs 
will be more nimble. CEO 
Meg Whitman will run HP 
Enterprise,, while PC indus¬ 
try veteran Dion Weisler wil 
lead HP Inc. Each wil! be in¬ 
dependent, with “flexibility 
to respond to a constantly 


evolving market,” Whitman 
told an investor confer¬ 
ence last month. “With less 
to focus on." she added, 
“each company will do 
core things better.” 

By dividing HP into roughly 
equal halves, analysts esti¬ 
mate, each spinoff should 
produce more than $50 
billion in sales next year. 
But skeptics say neither will 
have the clout of the o d 
HP. which became a lead¬ 
ing consumer brand while 
using its vast see to negoti¬ 
ate volume discounts with 
suppliers and big contracts 
with business customers. 
“They won’t have Ihe im¬ 
pact that HP once had. 
now that they don't have 
the depth of portfolio they 
once had," predicted Rob 


Enderle, a longtime industry 
analyst. “It’s not clear what 
HP is anymore.” 

Each of the spin-offs will 
face significant challenges: 
Demand for PCs and print¬ 
ers is continuing to decline, 
as more people use mo- 
bi : e devices and store their 
documents and photos 
online sn the cloud. And in 
the commercial comput¬ 
ing sector, more businesses 
are using online software 
instead of buying servers 
and other hardware from 
companies like HF. 

HP recently said it's giving 
up on competing directly in 
cloud computing, a grow¬ 
ing business in which com¬ 
panies large and small run 
software in remote data 
centers operated by Ama¬ 


zon and others. 

The same trends are rock¬ 
ing other long-trme tech 
giants. Microsoft has been 
forced to change the way 
ii sells software, as fewer 
people buy PCs that run 
its Windows operating sys¬ 
tem. PC-maker Del is shift¬ 
ing its focus to corporate 
data centers, paying $67 
billion to acquire commer¬ 
cial computing giant EMC 
Corp. 

IBM, meanwhile, has sold 
off units that made per¬ 
sonal computers, servers 
and microprocessors as 
profits declined in each. 
lt T s investing in new sectors 
with more growth poten¬ 
tial, such as data analytics, 
cybersecurity and cloud 
computrng. 


Along with external pres¬ 
sures. HF has struggled with 
internal problems — a se¬ 
ries of controversial CEOs, 
botched acquisitions and 
scandals involving top ex¬ 
ecutives and directors. 

Critics stilt debate Ihe wis¬ 
dom of an earlier decision 
to spin off a unit that made 
scientific testing and mea¬ 
surement gear. That was 
HP' s original, and some 
believe iis most innovative, 
business. It became Agilent 
Technologies in 2000. 

As for the new spinoffs, For¬ 
rester’s Burris said he T s not 
ready to count them out. 
“It’s reasonable to think 
both can be thriving com¬ 
panies. but a ot will come 
down to the qualify of their 
management."G

weakest gain in 8 months

WASHINGTON (AP) — Ccrv 
sumer spending n Septem¬ 
ber posted the smallest 
gain in eight months, a sign 
lhat shoppers grew cau¬ 
tious at the end of the third 
quarter. 

Americans increased iheir 
spending just 0.1 percent, 
the Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Friday. the weak¬ 
est showing srnce they cut 
spending in January. In¬ 
come growth inched up 
O.i percent, which was 
the smallest amount in four 
months. Wages and sala¬ 
ries were flat following Iwo 
months of big gains. 

Still, spending totals can 
be influenced by price 
changes, and falling gaso¬ 
line cosfs last month were a 
big reason for the weaker 
spending figure. Adjusted 
for inflation, consumers 
spent 0.2 percent more in 
September, 

Americans snapped up 
cars and other large manu¬ 
factured goods, the report 
showed, and s pe ndi ng 
on services also rose al a 
healthy clip. Many econo¬ 
mists were reassured that 
Americans are still willing 
to open their wallets and 


pocketbooks, even if at a 
more modest pace, 
“Consumer spending is still 
healthy but it slowed os the 
thsrd quarter came to an 
end," saiid Jennifer Lee, an 
economist at BMO Capital 
Markets. 

The overclt economy 
slowed sharply in the July- 
September quarter to an 
annual rate of just 1.5 per¬ 
cent, less than half the 3.9 
percent rate seen in the 
April-June period. But That 
was mainly because busi¬ 
nesses trimmed their stock¬ 
piles. Consumer spending 
was solid. 

Spending is closely 
watched because st ac¬ 
counts for 70 percent of 
economic activity. 
Economists are forecast¬ 
ing that it will remain on

The Federal Reserve this 
week left its benchmark 
interest rate at a record 
low near zero, where il has 
been for the past seven 
years. However, in a state¬ 
ment, Fed policymakers 
said they would be looking 
at the progress made on 
its employment and infla¬ 
tion objectives in deciding 
whether to begin raising 
rates at its hnext meeting." 
It marked the first time in 
the Fed’s seven years of 
low interest rates lhat offi¬ 
cials have suggested thal 
they could raise rates al 
the next meeting, which 
will occur Dec. 15-16. 

One factor influencing 
that decision will be the 
performance of the Fed’s 
favorite gauge of inflation, 
which is linked to consumer 
spending. 

In Friday’s report, overall 
inflation actually fell by 0.1 
percent in September, re¬ 
flecting the drop in energy 
prices. Over the past year, 
this inflation gauge rs up just 
0,2 percent, far below the 
Fed’s 2 percent target. Ex¬ 
cluding volatile food and 
energy, prices are up 1.3 
percent, still below the 2 
percent.

NEVADA, Iowa (APJ — A refinery designed to make etha¬ 
nol from cornstalks, leaves and cobs — not the grain itself 
— opened Friday in central Iowa, the culmination of a 
$225 million construction project and millions more invest¬ 
ed in its engineering and design. 

The plant, owned by chemical and biotechnology com¬ 
pany DuPonl, will use the same bacteria that tequila dis¬ 
tillers use to make ethanol instead of yeast, which is most 
prevalent in the ethanol industry. It’s one of the new in¬ 
novations DuPont said it has incorporated into the plant, 
touted as ihe world’s largest cellulosic ethanol plant: Du¬ 
Pont expects it to eventually make 30 mil ion gallons of 
the fuel additive a year. 

“Our goal ss to replicate the process in other rural commu¬ 
nities in the U.-S. and around the world so that societies ev¬ 
erywhere can realize the economic, environmental and 
energy security benefits of advanced renewable fuel.” 
said William Feehery, president of DuPont industrial Biosci¬ 
ences, which runs the Iowa plant. 

The plant's ethanol also will go into "ide laundry deter¬ 
gent, replacing the corn-based ethanol song used to 
stabilize Ihe detergent formula and enhance washing 
performance. Refining ethanol from corn-plant material, 
called stover, makes use of the waste left on fields after 
harvest and expands the potential production of ethanol 
without using more of the grain itself. But the plant also 
opens at a time when the ethanol industry s struggling to 
maintain its markel as it battles with Ihe petroleum indus¬ 
try to retain government support. 

The U.S. has more than 200 biofuel plants, and most use 
the corn kernel to make ethanol. A few other cellulosic 
ethanol refineries have opened across the U.S., but those 
in Kansas and Mississippi have fallen short of expectations 
after dealing with production problems. 

The DuPont plant will be in full production next year, said 
Jan Kcninckx, DuPont's global business director for bio- 
refineries, but was “careful not to predict exactly" how 
much it’ll produce in 2016. DuPont is paying 500 owa 
farmers for their stover, a new way for them to make 
money. 

The U.S, Environmental Protection Agency has. proposed 
lowering biofuel requirements set by Congress by 4 bil¬ 
lion galons this year and 5 billion gallons next year, not¬ 
ing that available fuel pumps and infrastructure limit how

WASHINGTON (AP) — In 

their atest bid to reduce 
the chances of future tax¬ 
payer baioots, federal 
regulators are proposing 
that the eight biggest U.S. 
banks buid new cushions 
against losses that would 
shift the burden to inves¬ 
tors. 

The Federal Reserve's pro¬ 
posal put forward Friday 
means the mega-banks 
would have to bulk up their 
capacity to absorb finan¬ 
cial shocks by issuing eaui- 
ly or long-ierm debt equal 
to prescribed portions of 
total bank assets. 

The idea is that the cost 
of a huge bank’s failure 
would fall on investors in 
the bank’s equity or debt, 
not on taxpayers. 

The Fed governors led by 
Chair Janet Yellen voted 
5-0 ai a public meeting 
to propose the so-called 
‘loss-absorbing capacity” 
requirements for the banks, 
which include JPMorgan 
Chase. Citigroup and Bank 
of America. 

The eight banks would 
have to issue a total of 
about $120 bullion in new 
ong-term debt to meet 
the requirements of Ihe 
proposal, the Fed staff es¬ 
timates. 

If formally adopted, 
most of the requirements 
wouldn't take effect until 


2019, and the remainder 
not until 2022. 

The new cushions would 
come atop rules adopted 
by the Fed in July for the 
e'.ght banks to shore up 
thefinancial bases with 
about $200 billion in addi¬ 
tional capital — over and 
above capital require¬ 
ments for the industry. And 
they would ae in addition 
to 2014 rues directing all 
targe U.S. banks to keep 
enough high-quality assets 
an hand to survive during a 
severe downturn. 
Combined with the regula¬ 
tors’ previous actions, the 


new proposal ““would sub¬ 
stantially reduce the risk to 
taxpayers and the Ihreat to 
financia stabilitystemming 
from the failure of these 
(banks),” Yellen said at the 
start of the meeting. 

Stricter capital require¬ 
ments for banks were man¬ 
dated by Congress after 
the financial crisis, which 
struck in 2000 and set off 
the worst economic down¬ 
turn since the Great De¬ 
pression. Hundreds of U.S, 
banks received taxpayer 
bailouts totaling hundreds 
of bi lions of dollars dur¬ 
ing the crisis, including the 


eight Wall Street mega- 
banks that became known 
as “too big to fail”in Wash¬ 
ing ton. 

Ihe previously adopted 
capital and squidity rules 
are the “belt” designed to 
reduce the likelihood of 
big banks failing, while the 
new proposal for transfer¬ 
ring potential losses to in¬ 
vestors is the ‘“suspenders" 
in case banks do fail, said 
Oliver Ireland, an attorney 
specializing in banking law 
al Morrison & Foerster who 
was an associate general 
counsel at the Fed. 

Investors wll know that if a 


bank fails, “they will be on 
the hook" and likely won’t 
recover the full amount 
they put in, Ireland said. 
Higher interest rates paid 
by banks on Ihe debt they 
issued beforehand would 
compensate for the inves¬ 
tors 1 risk. 

The other banks subject to 
the requirements are Gold¬ 
man Sachs, Wells Fargo, 
Morgan Stanley, Bank of 
New York Mellon and State 
Street Bank. 

In its action Friday, the Fed 
was putting forward its 
piece of a plan proposed 
by international regula¬ 
tors in November 2014 for 
1 L loss-absorbing c apacity 11 
for the world’s 30 largest 
banks. Including the eight 
U.S. banks. Ihey are consid¬ 
ered so big and intercon¬ 
nected that each could 
threaten the financial sys¬ 
tem if they collapsed. 

U.S, regulators won the 
power under the 2010 fi¬ 
nancial overhaul law to 
seize and dismantle big 
banks and financial firms 
that could topple and 
jeopardize the broader sys¬ 
tem. The Fed sees a man¬ 
date for loss-absorbing ca¬ 
pacity as a key to enabling 
that process. It would put 
long-term debt into a 
bank’s holding company 
that could be converted 
to stock as an injection of 
capital — instead of tax¬ 
payer funds. Q 


U.S. stocks slip but finish month 
with biggest gain in 4 years

The stock market drifted 
lower Friday but Unshed 
October with its biggest 
monthty gain in four years. 
U.S, government economic 
data released Friday and 
earlier this week suggests 
the economy is still sluggish, 
stuck in a pattern of gradu¬ 
al bul uneven growth it has 
followed since the Great 
Recession. Hut the outlook 
for future growth improved 
and fears waned that a 
slowing Chinese economy 
would send the U.S. econ¬ 
omy into a tailspin. 

Strong corporate earnings 
in some sectors, like health 


core and telecommunica- 
lions, also helped propel 
ihe market all the way back 
to positive for the year after 
a swoon in August and a 
rocky September. 

The Standard £. Poor’s 
500 index has risen for five 
consecutive weeks and it 
ended October up 9.3 per¬ 
cent. its best month since 
October 2011. The index’s 
increase of 159 points was 
the biggest in its 77-year his¬ 
tory, The next-best month 
was March2000, the height 
of the dot-com bubble, 
when it rose 132 points. 

On Friday, stocks were 
argely flat through much 
of the day, venturing into 


positive territory in the ear¬ 
ly afternoon before end¬ 
ing iower. The S&P 500 lost 
10,05 points, or 0,5 percent, 
to 2,079.36. The Dow Jones 
Industrial average dipped 
92,26 points, or 0,5 percent, 
to 17,663.54, The Nasdaq 
composite sndex slid 20.53 
points, or 0.4 percent, to 
5,053.75. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Friday that con¬ 
sumer spending inched 
up just 0.1 percent in Sep¬ 
tember, partly because 
consumers were spending 
less on gasolsne as energy 
prices fell.

CINCINNATI (APJ — The last 
Sumatran rhino in the West¬

[AP) — NASA needs to get 
cracking if it wants to keep 
its astronauts alive and well 
on missions to Wars, ac¬ 
cording to an in-house re¬ 
port issued Thursday. 

In an extensive audit, 
NASA’s inspector general 
office looked at the space 
agency’s overall effort to 
keep astronauts safe dur¬ 
ing engthy space missions 
— especially trips to Mars, 
currenty targeted for the 
2G3Ds. 

Among the top health haz¬ 
ards for three-year, round- 
trip Mars missions: space 
radiation that could cause 
cancer, central nervous 
system damage, cataracts 
or infertility: extreme Eola¬ 
tion. which could lead to 
ps y c ha to g ic a I pro b le ms; 
and prolonged weight- 

ess ness, already known to 
weaken bones, muscles 
and vision. 

There’s also the issue of 
limited amounts and types 
of medicine and food, the 
latter potentially leading to 
weight loss and malnutri¬ 
tion. 

inspector General Paul 
Martin acknowledged that 
NASA Is making progress in 
identifying and managing 
these health risks, NASA’s 
first yearlong mission is un¬ 
derway at the nternotion- 
al Space Station. 

But Martin pointed out fhat 
the space agency is opti¬ 
mistic in thinking it can re¬ 
solve ali the issues by the 


2030s. 

J 5he agency still faces sig¬ 
nificant challenges to en¬ 
suring the safety of crew 
members on a human 
mesion to Mars or deep 
space," the report con¬ 
cluded. 

As such, the first astronauts 
who fly to Mars may need 
to accept even more risk 
than subsequent crews, 
according to the report. 
Staling the health-risk effort, 
in part, is the continuing un¬ 


certainty over the type of 
vehic es and habitats that 
wi! be used to carry astro¬ 
nauts into deep space, the 
report stated. NASA also 
needs to consolidate its ex¬ 
pertise: right now, there’s 
a ack of organization to 
manage crew health rsks, 
the report noted. 

NASA agreed with the con¬ 
clusions. 

To date, no American 
has spent more than sev¬ 
en months in space at a 


time. The Russians, are the 
world’s space endurance 
champions, but even they 
haven’t ventured beyond 
' 4 months for a mission. 

By coincidence, Ihe 
watchdog’s 54-page re¬ 
port carne out the same 
day NASA astronaut Scott 
Kelly broke the U.S, re¬ 
cord for the longest single 
spaceflig ht. 

Kelly is more than halfway 
through a one-year sta¬ 
tion stunt, as ts Russian cos¬ 


monaut Mikhail Kornienko. 
They won’t be back on 
Earth until March. 

On Thursday, Ke ly told a TV 
interviewer that while it def¬ 
initely feels like he’s been 
up there a long time, “I’m 
pretty sure I’m going to get 
through it without much of 
an issue." He said he hopes 
his mission wii! help get as¬ 
tronauts to Mars. 

Medical researchers ex¬ 
pect to learn much from 
Kelty’s flight. Q

LOS ANGELES (AP) — For¬ 
mer N.W.A. manager Jerry 
Heller filed a multi mil lion 
dollar defamation law¬ 
suit Friday over the hit film 
"Straight Outta Compton,” 
claiming it portrayed him 
as a vi:ain who led to Ihe 
breakup of the gangster 
rap group. 

Heller, who is portrayed in 
the film by Paul Giamatti, 
sued former N.W.A. mem¬ 
bers Ice Cube and Dr. Dre, 
the widow of rapper Eazy- 


E, and NBC Universal, which 
released the film in August. 
“Straight Outta Compton" 
was. a hit, earning nearly 
$160' million domestically 
in the first six weeks after it 
was released in August. 
Heller claims Ithe film por¬ 
trays him as a villain who led 
to the breakup of N.W.A., 
which launched the ca¬ 
reers for 5ce Cube, Dr. Dre, 
and sparked the rise in 
popularity of gangster rap. 
The film rs uses elements of 


a script that Heller com¬ 
missioned. and violates his 
copyright in a memoir that 
included his description of 
key moments depicted in 
the film, the lawsuit states. 
“The film is littered with fake 
statements that harm Ihe 
reputation of [Heller) and 
aim to ridicule and lower 
him in the opinion of ihe 
commun ity and to deter 
third persons from associ¬ 
ating or dealing with him,” 
the lawsuit states. Repre¬ 
sentatives for NBC Univer¬ 
sal and ice Cube declined 
commenl. A publicist for 
Dr. Dre did not immediate¬ 
ly return an email seeking 
comment. Heller is suing 
Woods-Wright because 
he claims the film, which 
she helped produce,, vio¬ 
lates non-disparagement 
clauses in a settlement he 
reached with her in 1999. 
Woods-Wright could not 
be reached for comment. 
Heller is seeking more ihan 
$110 million, although a 
jury would determine any 
damage verdict.Q

From the pumpkin patch in 
his Rhode Island backyard, 
Wallace has become the 
rock star of giant pump¬ 
kin-growing.

lobby top growers to use 
a seed they think ss promis¬ 
ing. 

Like most serious growers, 
Wallace ties plants’ blos¬ 
soms closed and hand- 
pollinates them so he can 
be sure of the mother (the 
seed| and the father (the 
pollinator) and protect 
them, from bees carrying 
pollen from a neighbor’s 
squash. 

The vines can grow 1 
foot (30 centimeters) or 
more per day, and pump¬ 
kins can put on 45 pounds 
(20 kilograms) per day, 
mos tiy from water. The 
best pumpkins every year 
follow the weather. If 
conditions were right in 
the Ohio Valley, growers 
there might see a string 
of huge pumpkins. ’When
